sioner Garfield, after a year's exhaus-

suggested. The Investigations of the 
commissioner brought him first to the 
conclusion that state control Is not 
fcaslblel "There Is," h'e said, "a strong 
positive motive leading the state leg- 
islatures toward lax and Improper cor- 
poration laws, and 'even If all the 
states were actuated by. most correct 
motives, nevertheless it Is obviously 
impossible that forty-five different Jur- 
isdictions should agree on anything 
like a uniform system in so Important 
a matter as corporation law." • Addi- 
tional state action, therefore. Is cast 
aside by the commissioner ns wholly 
inadequate and Impracticable. 


Opposes State Control. • 


The second plan considered was tho 


delegation by the United Stales to the 
individual states of the control of In- 
terstate commerce. 
To this plan two 


conclusive objections are urged. First, 
such action Is believed to be uncon- 
stitutional, congress not having the 
power to divest Itself of Its constitu- 
tional powers nor to delegate them to 
another legislative body; and. second, 
the results would be open to the snmo 
objection as. the. "additional state ac- 
tion" nl!fri;~* "• 


The plan of federal Incorporation Is 


discussed In tho report as one of tho 
two more practical methods suggest- 
ed. 
It assumes the passage by con- 


Rrefc'l of a complete corporation law 
w/th the compulsory requirement that 
nil corporations engaged In interstate 
business shall be 
organized 
under 


such law. It la pointed out that such 
a law should have three principal fea- 
tures, as follows: 


"The creation by congress of cor- 


porations with power to engage 
in 


interstate commerce.

Federal Franchises. 


After thus disposing of three sug- 


gested plans, Mr. Garfleld outlines the 
fourth, or license 'system. The prin- 
cipal features of this system. accord- 
Ing to the report, would be as follows: 


"Granting of a federal'franchise or 


license to engage In Interstate com- 
merce.

"Imposition of all necessary require- 


ments as to corporate organization 
and management ' as the condition 
precedent to the grant of such fran- 
chise or license. 


"Prohibition of all corporations and 


corporate agencies from engaging In 
interstate nnd foreign commerce with- 
out such federal franchise or license. 


"Full protection of tho grantees of 


such franchise or license who obey 
the laws applicable thereto. 


"Right to refuse or withdraw such 


franchise or license In case of viola- 
tion of law. with appropriate right of 
judicial appeal to prevent abuse of 
power by administrative officer." 


Congress to Control. 


The commissioner holds that 


fundamental legal difficulty can 


no 
ho 


discovered In this plan. Under It con- 
gress would grant to corporations that 
meet the proper conditions power to 
engage In Interstate commorce and 
would fix the conditions under which 
their business should bo done In such 
a manner as to remedy the present de- 
fects In tho ntate corporation law. 
Congress would also require nil cor- 
porations engaged In Interstate com- 
merce to nml<6 returns to a federal 
bureau, showing the amount and na- 
ture of the business done, nnd such 
other fi-e'i as may be desired. 
It Is 


urged fmihcrmoro that the plan would 
obviate the difficulty regarding state 
taxation.

BREADSTUFFS 


Brcadstufts exported from the Unit- 


ed States In 1901 seem likely to be 
less than one-half In value those ex- 
ported In 1903. These figures relate 
to the calendar year and arc based 
u|K>n the eleven months' preliminary 
statement Issued by the, Department 
of Commerce and I-abor through its 
liureaii of Statistics. The figures of 
(he November advance statement of 
exjiorts of breadntuffs, provisions, cot 
ton, and mineral oils Issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics 
show that tho 


total value of breadstuffs exported in 
the eleven months ending with No 
vembcr was, In round terms, 82 mil 
lion dollars, against 17C millions In 
the. corresponding eleven months of 
last year. 


These figures are preliminary and 


cover only the more Important ports 
of the country, but sufficiently approx- 
imate the total to indicate clearly the 
relative va'luo of tho 
breadstuffs ex- 


ported In the present year as com- 
pared with those of last year. Thus 
the preliminary figures Indicate that 
the value of breadstuffs exported dur- 
ing the eleven months' period 
was 


less than one-half that of tho corres- 
ponding months of 1903, and seem to 
Justify the estlmnto that the complete 
report for the full calendar year wll 
also show a total of less than one-halt 
that for the Immediately preceding 
calendar year. 


Despite the fact that 
the bread 


stuffs exported will show a fall of 
practically 100 million dollars for the 
entire calendar year. Indications now 
are that the total exports will differ 
but little from those of the preceding 
calendar year. This, of course, means 
that in other articles there has been 
advance to nearly 
offset 
the great 


loss in exports of breadstuffs, and tht 
figures of the Bureau of 
Statistics 


seem to Justify this conclusion.

veniber the preliminary figures show 
an Increase of 10 million dollars Jn 
value of mineral oils exported and 14

AND COMMON 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF JANES- 
.YIM..E. DO ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The provisions of Sec- 


tion 925-15 of the Wisconsin Statutes 
of 189S, are hereby adopted 
by the 


city of Jancsvllle, In addition to the 
provisions of sub-chapter three of Its 
special charter, being chapter 221 of 
the laws of 1882. entitled "An act to 
reduce the act Incorporating the city 
of Janosville, and the several acts 
amendatory thereof Into one act. and 
to amend the same." approved March 
25th, 1SS2, so that, such special char- 
ter shall be so amended that the pro- 
visions of said Section D25-45 shall be 
a part of tho provisions. i>owers and 
duties therein specified In said spe- 
cial charter. Said provisions herewith 
adopted reading as follows: towlt: 


"In all other cities the comptroller 


shall, on or before tt; first day of 
October In each year, flic with the city 
clerk a detailed statement of the ex- 
penses of the city and tho wards 
thereof during the last fiscal year, and 
such statement shall also contain an 
estimate of the expenses of the fiscal 
year and tho Income for that year 
from sources other than taxation. He 
«hall countersign all contracts made 
with the city if the necessary funds 
shall have been provided to pay the 
liability that may be Incurred there- 
under, and no such contract shall be 
.-valid until so countersigned. He shall 
make a list of all certificates for the 
payment of which special taxes are to 
be levied In each year In time for the 
same to- be inserted In the tax roll 
in the form of a schedule of special 
taxes, and certify tho correctness of 
the same, and such certified schedule 
shall be prlnrn facie evidence of the 
legality and regularity of the taxes 
levied In pursuance thereof; but no 
Irregularity In the making of 
such 


list shall Invalidate any such special 
tax. 
He shall, report 
monthly, 
in 


.writing, to the council the condition 
of tho several funds of the city and 
nf the condition of all 
outstanding 
contracts and claims which may be 
payable out of each fund. 
He shall 


examine and countersign all city or- 
ders before the same shall be valid, 
but shall not countersign any order 
before the money Is In the treasury to 
pay the same. 
He shall examine all 
claims presented 
against the city, 


(whether founded on contract or oth- 
erwise, and determine as 
to each 


whether it is properly itemized and 
»worn to; if on contract, whether the 
Items charged are correct, whether 
such claim was Incurred by proper au- 
thority, and generally determine its 
correctness. For the nbovo purposes 
he may swear witnesses and take tes- 
timony. If he does not llnd any ob 
Jectlons lo any claim he shall mark 
Ills approval thereon: if he 
disap- 


proves, or approves In part and dis- 
approves In part, he simll report to 
the council his reasons therefore, and 
In all cases shall report tho evidence 
taken by htm. No claim shall be 
considered by tho council or referred 
to a committee till It shall have been 
thus examined and reported on by the 
comptroller. 
He shall examine each 


month the treasurer's accounts as re- 
ported and kept by him and report as 


to the correctness of the same, and 
also any violation by tho treasurer of 
his duties In the 
manner of keeping 


his accounts or disbursing moneys/The 
comptroller shall nrocure a claim book 
at tho expense of the city, in which 
nil claims against It shall be entered 
as fast as the same are filed; said 
book shall be provided with an index 
and be in such form as to provide for 
tho entry of the name of tho claim- 
ant, number of claim, date of filing, 
amount claimed, date of the report 
of the comptroller, whether approved 
and for how much, date of allowance 
or 
disallowance 
by 
tho 
council, 


amount allowed, date of the order is- 
sued to pay, the same, number of such 
order and date of cancellation of the 
same. The .comptroller shall perform 
the duties of a member of the board 
of public works and such other duties 
as are reuqlred by him under the pro- 
visions of this chapter or by the coun- 
cil. In case the office of comptroller 
s dispensed with 
the duties 
per- 


ainlng thereto shall be discharged by 
such officer or officers or hoard as 
ho council shall designate by resolu- 
Ion or ordinance."
